The  Agriculture  Marketing  Service  (AMS),  USDA  has 
announced  a  notice  of  public  hearing  on  a  proposed  egg 
marketing  agreement  and  order.  A  tremendous  amount  of 
information  has  been  written  about  the  order,  so  I  will 
not  duplicate  those  efforts.

2)  Virginiamycin.  The  FDA  has  issued  a  final 
rule,  effective  November  18,  1985,  that  amends  the 
animal  drug  regulations  to  reflect  approval  of  two 
supplemental  HAOA's  filed  by  Smith  Kline  Animal  Health 
Products.  The  MABA's  provide  for  the  use  of  premixes 
containing  5,  10,  20,  50,  or  272  grams  of  virginiamyc-  n 
per  pound.  In  complete  broiler  chicken  feed  contaning  20 
grams  of  virginiamycin  per  ton.  The  drug  is  used  to 
prevent  necrotic  enteritis,  caused  by  Clostridium 
perf  ringens.

3)  Importation  of  Hatching  Eggs.  Docket  number  82-107 
The  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection  Service  has 
announced  a  proposed  rule  that  will  amend  import 
regulations  by  deleting  the  quarantine  requirements 
for  poultry  hatching  eggs  imported  into  the  U.S.  from 
countries  designated  as  free  of  viscerotropic  velogenic 
Hewscastle  disease  (WHO).  VVNO  is  considered  to  exist  i 
all  countries  of  the  world  except  Austualia,  Canada, 
Denmark,  Finland,  Great  Britain  (England,  Scotland,  Wales 
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and  the  Isle  of  Man) , Ice land.  New  Zealand,  Northern 
Ireland,  Norway,  Republic  of  Ireland,  and  Sweden.  It  has 
been  determined  that  poultry  eggs  for  hatching  accompanied 
by  a  cerificate  pursuant  to  the  regulations,  that  are 
imported  from  VVND-free  countries,  and  the  poultry  from 
such  eggs,  would  not  present  a  risk  of  introducing 
communicable  disease  of  poultry,  such  as  VVNO,  into 
the  IL$, 

This  document  also  classifies  the  period  of  quarantine 
for  certain  poultry  eggs  for  hatching  and  the  poultry 
therefrom  by  providing  that  poultry  eggs  for  hatching 
Imported  from  any  country  not  designated  as  VVND-free 
be  quarantined  from  time  of  arrival  at  the  port  of  entry 
and  that  the  poultry  from  such  eggs  be  quarantined  for 
not  less  than  30  days  following  hatch.  Inspections, 
disinfection,  and  tests  of  the  quarantined  poultry  egg? 
for  hatching  and  other  poultry  is  to  determine  their 
freedom  from  communicable  diseases  of  poultry.  A 
certificate  states  the  parent  flocks  are  free  of,  and 
during  the  previous  90  days  have  not  been  exposed  to, 
these  conmicable  disease.  The  quarantine  requirements 
are  currently  enforced  for  all  countries  except  Canada. 
This  document  also  purposes  to  change  other  language 
In  the  regulations  to  more  closely  reflect  the  statutory 
authority  of  such  provisious.

4)  Salinomycin  and  Roxarsone. 

In  a  final  rule,  effective  November  5,  1985,  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  (FOA)  has  approved  a  New  Animal 
Orug  Application  (NADA)  filed  by  A.H  Robins  Co., 
providing  for  use  of  a  combination  o:  previously  approved 
premises  containing  salinomycin  (40-60  grams/ton),  and 
roxarsone  (22.7  -  45.4  grams/ton)  for  making  finished 
feed  for  broiler  chickens.  The  feed  is  used  as  a 
preventative  for  coccidiosis  (Eimeria  tenella,  E. 
necatrix,  E.  acervulina,  E.  brunetti ,  E.  mivati,  E. 
Maxima)  and  for  improved  feeding  efficiency.

5)  NADA  for  Lasalocid  and  Bacitracin  Methylene 
Disalicylate,  3-day  withdrawal. 

In  a  final  rule  effective  December  11,  1985,  the  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  has  approved  a  NADA  filed  by  Hoffman- 
LaRoche,  Inc.  Providing  for  safe  and  effective  use  of 
broiler  feed  manufactured  with  separately  approved 
lasalocid  sodium  (68-113  grams/ton)  ,  -and  bacitracin 
methylene  disalicylate  (4-50  grams/ton)  premixes. 

The  feed  is  used  for  improved  feed  efficiency  and  for 
the  prevention  of  coccidiosis.  Additionally  the  FDA  is 
amending  the  regulations  by  correcting  a  previously 
approved  (Federal  Register  July  18,  IS84;  49  FR  29057) 
combination  of  these  chemicals,  by  inserting  a  3 -day 
withdrawal  time  for  this  combination.
